Millions of Dollars Sent From Pro- 
ductive Districts to all Parts of the 
World for Foodstuffs, While Farm- 
ere Raise Wheat. 


The interest in the diversified farm- | 
ing campaign which is being conduct: | 
ed by the Canadian Board of Control | 
through its publicity bureau at Leth- 
bridge, is spreading throughout the 
western provinces of Canada and {s 
attracting the attention of the world 
at large, 

In a special report of over 7500) 
words, published on May 27th in the 
Daily Consular and Trade Report, {s- 
sued by the Department of Commerce 
and Labor at Washington, D.C.U.S. 
Consul-General Jones, of Winnipeg, 
devotes considerable space to the ne- 
cessity for dvversified farming | 
throughout western Canada. 

“Western Canada” says the report, 
“presents the peculiar anomaly of a 
wonderfully productive country im- 
porting most of its food products, Al- 


though the prairie provinces have a 
most productive soil, capable of pro- 
ducing nearly all kinds of farm pro- | 
ducts, they have not been able for} 
the past 10 years to-supply the de- | 
mands of their population, as the 
single purpose of the western Can- 
adian farmers seems to be to produce 
as much wheat as possible. 

“No statistics are available showing 
the enormous importation from the 
United States and eastern Canada of 
food products, but most of the poul- 
try and eggs used in western Can-| 
ada come from the eastern provinces | 
and the United States, and the largest 
rection of western Canada faces a | 
dearth of dairy products. During | 
1911 the milk shortage became so | 


United States were called upon toj| 
fupply the deficiency. It is estimat- 
ed that the imports of milk for the 
city of Winnipeg alone between No- 
vember and February averaged $45,- 
(00 a week in value. The United | 
States was also called upon to supply | 
potatoes, for although these are the 
most productive crops in western | 
Canada, they were not raised in suf- 
ficient quantitie. to meet the demand. | 
With a population of 1,700,000 west- 
ern Canada is not producing enough | 
to supply its immediate needs. It | 
depends upon outsiders for millions 
of pounds of bacon and mutton, and 
for weeks at a time the market has 
been supplied with chilled mutton 
from Australia and frozen mutton 
from Prince Edward Island.

“While western Canada has been 
able.to ‘meet tho. ands of its peo- 
ple for beef, the dtsappearance of 
the great cattle ranges will soon force

In quoting th. lvestock receipts at 
the packing houses at Winnipeg from 
the provinces of Alberta, Saskatche- 
man and Manitoba, Consul-General 
Jones points to the steady decline 
and the rapidly increasing prices. He 
points out that only 85,000 hogs were 
shipped to the packing house last 
year, as against 145,000 three years 
ago, “shile the price has gone from 
around $6.85 to $8.85 per hundred 
pounds. The receipt of sheep last 
year increased from 13,000 over the 
previous year, but there was no in- 
crease from the western provinces, 
sheep having been 
brought from Minnesota, and the 
price averaged $4.89 for the season.

mer, and if it be in the winter there 


The wind always blows about a} 
storm in a circle. When it blows 
from the north the heaviest rain ts 
east cf you, If {t blows from the 
south the heaviest rain is west of you. 
If it blows from the east the heaviest 
rain is ecuth, The wind never 
blows even moderately unless rain or 
a radius of 
1,000 miles. 

Whenever heavy white frost occurs 
a storm is forming within 1,000 miles 
north or northwest of you.—Christ-

IN SWEETS 


Arsenio as Widely Used in India as 
In Ancient Rome 

Arsenic is commonly employed by 
the professional poisoner in 
who will poison a whole family to 
make sure of one victim, The re- 
ports of the Bombay Gdvernment an- 
alyst throws some light on the meth- 
ods. The poison is usually given in 
sweetmeats, and generally by a 
strange woman who has been met in 
the street, and who mysteriously dis- 
appears. This strange woman is 
found in every analyst's report for 
the last twenty years, and in circum 
stancer so identical that it would al 
most seem to be the same person. 
Will this elusive person ever be cap- 
tured by the Indian police? 

Arsenic has, perhaps, been more 
frequently used that any other poison 
for criminal purposes. It has been 
proved identical with the wonder elix- 
ir of the seventeenth century, when 
secret poisoning became so frequent 
In Italy that the clergy, despite the 
rules of the confessional, acquainted 
Pope Alexander VII in 1868. with the 
extent of the practice. 

It was found that young widows 
were abundant in Rome, and that 
most of the unhappy marriages were 
speedily dissolved by the death of 
the husband. A secret society of 
young matrons was discovered, which 
met at the house of La Spara, a re- 
puted witch, who supplied them with 
a slow, tasteless, colorless poison, 
carefully calculated to kill a husband 
in just the time that suited the pur- 
chaser. . La Spara and thirteen of 
her conpantons were hanged, a large 
number of the culorits were whipped 
half-ncked, through the streets of 
Rome, while others of the highest 
rank ©scaped with heavy fines and 
banishrient.—London Chronicle.

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SAMPLE MARKET 
FOR GRAIN, 


How it Will Work Against the Best 
Interests of the Farmers of the 
Canadian Northwest 


The efforts of the dealers in wheat 
and other grains to establish a sam 
ple market in Winnipeg are being 
made by men who desire and who 
appear to be determined to regain 
the control of the grain trade they 
held for many years, but which they 
have now lost. Selfish motives are 
the prim moving principle that gov- 
ern all the steps they are now taking. 
Yet us examine the true inwardness 
of the matter, 

There are only about seventy-seven 
days from the time the crop com: 
mences to move, in the fall of the 
year, until the close of navigation at 
the head of the Lakes, The grain 
crop of Western Canada is taken 
from Fort William and shipped across 
the Great Lakes by boat to the east- 
ern markets. After the close of niav- 
igatidn the grain grown in the west 
Which has not gone acrovs “ar “akes 
by boat must necessarily 60 by rail 
rovtes ta the Atlantic ports either 
around the north shore of Lake Super: 
for or through the United States. 

Under the proposed system of 
fumpling, every carload of grain pass- 
ing through Winnipeg on all the dif- 
ferent lines of railway will be sub- 
ject to a wait of twenty four hours, 
except Sundays and holidays when 
the wait will be twice that long. 

The plan of those in favor of a 
fample marfet is that when a carload 
of grain arrives in Winnipeg a sam- 
ple is taken from it and sent up to 
the Grain Exchange and the grain dis- 
posed of .n that sample. Immediate: 
ly after it has been been disposed of 
the railroad is notified and the car 
eont forward to. its destination which 
ray be East to Fort William, Eastern 
Ontaric or the Maritime Provinces, or 
to points in the Western Provinces, 
where the grain fs used for local con- 
sumption, Thus every car arriving 
fu Winnipeg would have to remain in 
the railway yards until the grain was 
sold, This would mean a delay of at 
lenst one full day. 

The delay in transit of cars arriv 
ing in Winnipeg on Saturdays would 
be much longer, as the samples taken 
from cars arriving at eleven o'clock 
or later on that day would not reach 
the grain exchance in order to, be dis- 


posed of before it closed for that 
day, because on Saturdays the @X- 
change closes at one o'clock, There 


fore the samples from the cars ar 
riving in Winnipeg at eleven o'clock 
and also every car arriving between 


that hour and the hour of opening 
of the grain exchange on Monday 
morning, would have to remain in 


Winnipeg until Monday evening. That 
1s, on Monday afternoon the orders 
for forwarding of cars to their destin- 
ation would begin to pour In to the 
railway companies, and all the cars 
which had arrived after eleven o'clock 
on Saturday morning would notvstart 
to move until late Monday afternoon 

It is of the first importance, in fact 
{t is Jmperative, that cars should 
reach their destination and be unload 
ed without delay. and returned west 
for another shipment. Anything 
that \ould tend to prevent prompt 
unloading should be guarded against

1 have found an absolutely | 
harmless and non-poisonous antidote 
to physical pain and shock, and this 
antidote can be used without the least 
fear cf local or general detriment to 
the sufferer, 

In the operation the patient is put 
under a general anaesthetic in the! 
ordinary way, and then five to ten 
cubic centimetres or a one per cent. 
solution of quinine and urea _ hydro- 
chloride are distributed over the ner- 
vous supply of the party concerned, 
The effect of such injection is to pro- | 
duce a total ioss of the sensation of,| 
pain, 

Popularly speaking, the affected | 
part is put to sleep. The message of | 
pain from the nerves to the brain are | 
cut off, The patient treated thus 
feels no pain after the operation. The
